SUBJECT: CHILE DEBT RESCHEDULING 
REF: STATE 60252 (NOTAL) 

i, WE RAISED URGENTLY WITH NEBOT REPORT FROM BONN THAT 
HE HAD DECIDED TO POSTPONE PARIS CLUB MEETING INDEFINITE- 
LY. HE EXPLAINED THAT HE HAD CUT SHORT HIS TRIP IN 
AFRICA AND RETURNED TO PARIS AHEAD OF SCHEDULE AFTER 
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TINUE WITH MEETING AT WHICH ONLY EC COUNTRIES PRESENT 
WOULD BE FRANCE AND GERMANY, WITH U.K., ITALY, 
NETHERLANDS, DENMARK AND BELGIUM BEING ABSENT. HE 
SAID BELGIAN DECISION NOT TO PARTICIPATE HAD TIPPED 
SCALES AGAINST FRENCH ATTENDANCE. WE ASKED HIM AT 
WHAT LEVEL THIS DECISION HAD BEEN REACHED IN FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT, AND HE REPLIED "AT A VERY HIGH LEVEL.” 

2. PURSUANT REFTEL WE THEN URGED NEBOT IN STRONGEST 
TERMS TO RECONSIDER DECISION ON POSTPONEMENT AND ISSUE 
INVITATIONS IMMEDIATELY. HE SAID IN EFFECT THAT HE NO 
LONGER HAD ANY FREEDOM OF ACTION IN THIS REGARD. HE 
PROPOSED THAT POSTPONEMENT SHOULD BE HANDLED IN AS LOW 
KEY A FASHION AS POSSIBLE, SIMPLY INDICATING TO OTHER 
PARTICIPANTS AND TO CHILE THAT SOME COUNTRIES HAD NOT 
BEEN ABLE TO MAKE MARCH 24 AND 25 DATES. HE SUGGESTED 

IT MIGHT BE WELL TO CALL A MEETING OF CREDITORS ONLY 
IN SOME TWO WEEKS TIME. 

3. FOLLOWING THIS CONVERSATION ECONCOMMIN CALLED 
BRUNET, DIRECTOR OF ECONOMIC AFFAIRS, MFA, AND URGED 
THAT MFA USE ITS INFLUENCE TO ENSURE THAT MEETING BE 
HELD AS SCHEDULED. ECONCOMMIN POINTED OUT THAT DECISION 
TO CANCEL BECAUSE FRANCE AND GERMANY WERE THE ONLY EC 
COUNTRIES BELONGING TO THE CHILE DEBT CLUB WHO WOULD 
BE ATTENDING SIMPLY DIDN'T MAKE SENSE. THIS WAS NOT 

AN EC MATTER. THE DECISIVE FACT WAS THAT FOUR OF THE 
FIVE MAJOR CREDITOR COUNTRIES (THE U.S., JAPAN, THE 
FRG, FRANCE AND SPAIN ALL PLANNED TO ATTEND. 

4. BRUNET AGREED THAT IT DIDN'T MAKE SENSE TO POSTPONE 
THE MEETING IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES. HE SAID THAT WHILE 
HE HAD NOT BEEN FOLLOWING THE MATTER IN RECENT 
WEEKS THE MFA DID INDEED HAVE A ROLE IN THE MATTER. HE 
PROMISED TO DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE BEFORE LEAVING FOR 
MOSCOW TOMORROW WITH PRIME MINISTER CHIRAC TO OBTAIN A 
REVERSAL OF THE DECISION TO POSTPONE THE MEETING 
INDEFINITELY.
